1 . (Currently amended) A method for a Facilitator to assist an Entrepreneur in creating an 
Internet business, comprising the steps of: 

A) creating a Facilitator's web site on the Internet accessible to a plurality of Entrepreneurs; 

B) the Facilitator's web site assisting an Entrepreneur from the plurality of Entrepreneurs via 
the Internet on the Facilitator's wo - b site in designing an Entrepreneur's web site by providing 
web site design services; 

C) the Facilitator's web site assisting the Entrepreneur via the Internet on the Facilitator's 
w e b sit e in designing a store front web site; and 

D) wherein designing the Entrepreneur's web site and the_store front web site were designed 
using the same template. 

2. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have navigational bars located in the same location. 

3. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have logos located in the same locations. 

4. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have graphical images located in the same locations. 
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5. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have textual content located in the same locations. 

6. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site include the same color scheme. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method for a Facilitator to assist an Entrepreneur in creating an 
Internet business, comprising the steps of: 

A) creating a Facilitator's web site on the Internet accessible to a plurality of Entrepreneurs; 

B) the Facilitator's web site assisting an Entrepreneur from the plurality of Entrepreneurs via 
the Internet on the Facilitator's web site in designing an Entrepreneur's web site by providing 
web site design services; 

C) the Facilitator's web site storing a set of data used by the web site design services; 

D) the Facilitator's web site assisting the Entrepreneur via the Internet on the Facilitator's 
wob site in designing a store front web site; and 

E) the Facilitator's web site designing the store front web site using the stored set of data. 

8. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have navigational bars located in the same locations. 

9. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have logos located in the same locations. 

10. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have graphical images located in the same locations. 

1 1 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site have textual content located in the same locations. 

12. (Previously presented) The method of claim 7, wherein the Entrepreneur's web site and the 
store front web site include the same color scheme. 
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19. (Currently Amended) A method for a Facilitator to assist an Entrepreneur in creating an 
Internet business, comprising the steps of: 

A) creating a Facilitator's web site on the Internet accessible to a plurality of Entrepreneurs; 

B) the Facilitator's web site via the Internet receiving information regarding an Entrepreneur 
from the plurality of Entrepreneurs that has accessed the Facilitator's web site; 

C) the Facilitator's web site storing the information regarding the Entrepreneur in a memory 
location accessible by the Facilitator's web site; 

D) the Facilitator's web site assisting the an-Entrepreneu r via the Internet on the Facilitator's 
wob site in designing an Entrepreneur's web site by providing web site design services using at 
least some of the stored information regarding the Entrepreneur; 

E) the Facilitator's web site assisting the Entrepreneur via the Internet on the Facilitator's 
wob site in designing a store front web site using at least some of the stored information 
regarding the Entrepreneur; and 

F) wherein d e signing the Entrepreneur's web site and the store front web site were designed 
using the same template.
